There  are  mord  or  less  visitors  all 
the  year  round  for  religion**  pur- 
poses, but  the  great  crowds  come 
during  the  first  four  month*. :

es  of  Mississippi  among  whom  il 
labored  in  the  dark  days  of  the 
past,  prompts  me  to  writs  a special 
word  whish  may  bring  into  harp 
mony  brethren  on  both  sides  of 
this  question. 

Brother  Venable’s  quotations' 
from  Dr.  Gill — and  ho  could^have 
multifilied  it  from  leading  writers 
amongst  Baptists — shows  clearly 
that  tho  staunch  Baptist  Gill  held 
to  what  he  termed  an  “invisible 
church  of  Christ”  and  that  'Mhese 
are  tho  only  persons  fit  to  bo  mem- 
bers of  tho  visible  church.”  But 
now  what  can  this  mean,  with  him 
or  with  Baptists,  but  just  this  : 

There  are  now  and  evor  have 
been,  persons  who  possess  what  is 
invisible  to  man — the  unseen  pres- 
ence of  the  spirit  of  God  iu  his  re- 
generating sanctifying  power,  and 
that  these  persons — commensurate 
(as  Bro.  V.  says)  with  believers  in 
all  times  and  climes,  are  as  Gill 
expressed  it,  “the  eleot  of  God” — 
“are  such  ls  can  be  concoived  to 
bo  an  assembly.”  Not  an  assem- 
bly in  fact,  not  really  such,  but  as 
Bro.  Venable  says,  “concoived  as 
such.”  It  is  a conception  ; that  is 
something  framed  in  the  mind  or 
immagnied,  nor  a real  assembly. 
It  is  a figure  not  a fact.  Nor  an 
assembly  which  has  actually  con- 
vened, but  an  idea  congregation  or 
church — (“conceived  of  as  such  an 
assembly." 

It  is  not  our  duty  to  draw  this 
distinction  sharply  by  giving  prop- 
er attention  to  tho  figurative  and 
literal  lunguago  used  of  God’s 
elect  or  bclievors  in  all  times  and 
climes. 

These  believers  or  elect — “whose 
names  are  written  in  heaven” — aro 
railed  a Bride,  a Sister,  a Chaste 
Virgin,  a City,  a Dove,  a Family, 
Flock,  Fold,  Garden,  a House,  a 
Household,  a City,  a Temple,  a 
Vineyard,  a Farm  of  husbandry, 
and  with  these  they  are  called  a 
Churoh  or  the  Church.  But  real- 
ly, actually,  in  matter  of  fact, 
the  “eleot  of  God,”  “believers  of  all 
times  and  climes,”  are  none  of 
those — neither  a Bride  or  House,  a 
Flock  or  a church.  It  ia  only  by  a 
conception  of  these  as  resembling 
in  many  Togards,  God’s  elect,  that 
they  can  bo  called  either  a I ride, 
an  assembly  or  church.  A Bride 
is  a literal  woman.  A houfe  ia  a 
literal  building.  A church  is  a lit- 
eral congregation.  Neither  of 
them  is  invisible.  They  are  posi- 
tive realities.  But  just  as  a church 
is  said  to  be  the  door,  just  as  the 
bride  is  said  to  be  his  body,  and 
the  believers  of  all  times  are  also 
said  to  be  his  body  because  of  cer- 
tain resemblances,  so  all  his  re- 
deemed are  called  the  congrega- 
t(On;  or  “churob  of  the  4rut  born, 


,whoi*e  names  aro  written  in  hoav- 
en.”!  * 

We  read  in  Job  2,  the  “congre- 
gatibn  (church)  of  hypocrits,”  of 
the  congregation  (church)  of  the 
poof.  (Pe.  76:18)  of  “the  congre- 
gation of  the  Angels;"  (Ps.  89:6) 
of  ‘<the  congregation  (church)  of 
the  dead  ;”  (Ps.  2:16.)  Surely  in 
all  *1  these  not  g real  congrega- 
tion is  meant,  but  as  Brother 
Venable  says,  “«u<-h  as  can  bo  con- 
ceived of  as  an  assembly,”  just  as 
“tha  church  invisible,  commensur- 
ate With  believers  of  all  times  and 
climes,  can  be  conceived  to  be. 

The  truth  is,  it  is  as  clear  to  me 
as  that  the  stars  are  shining  out  of 
boaven — that  the  word  translated 
chcijch  has  hut  one  real  moaning — 
a called  out  assembly  and  that  all 
other  uses -of  the  term  aro  figura- 
tive—oonceptions  of  the  name,  not 
real  actualities-  May  this  truth 
har.-^OBixe  us  fora  united  front  for 
tho  battles  with  e^ror.

Some  churches  have 
a committee  on  Discipline,  which 
ii  well  selected  may  do  greet  good. 
Ladies  Aid  Societies  are  vary  use- 
ful when  properly  worked.  The 
same  is  true  of  Societies  amoDg 
young  people  and  childrerif. 

A good  plan  to  collect  mission 
funds  is  to  have  a judicious  com- 
mittee to  look  after  each  of  the 
objects  to  which  the  church  con- 
tributes, aud  let  these  committees 
each  specially  look  after  tbte  work 
to  which  they  are  appointed.  Id 
this  way  each  member  of  {tbe  sev- 
eral committees  will  feel  a degree 
of  responsibility,  and  will  familiar- 
ize himself  withAhe  detail!

There  is  reasoD  for  hope,  how. 
ever,  Mr.  Thompson  thioks  : 

The  liquor  problem!  is  being 
studied  in  new  aspects.  It  is  real- 
ised that  dreadful  as  are  the  evils 
resulting  * from  the  use  df  intoxica- 
ting liquors,  and  deserving  as  is  the 
traffic  of  bitter  denunciation,  these 
evils  have  not  been  and  cannot  be 
corrected  by  denunoistibn  of  those 
engaged  in  the  traffic  or  of  those 
who  do  not  think  that  prohibition 
is  the  only  remedy.  The  wise 
method  is  to  learn  every  secrot  of 
its  strength  and  weakness  and  at- 
tack each  by  the  means  that  may 
be  most  effective.  This  is  being 
done  by  many  persons  who  are 
studying  this  problem  ini  the  purely 
scientific  spirit.

men  and  in  nearly  every  instance 
tbe  impression  made  by  the  dis- 
course was  that  the  deoeased  had 
more  virtues  than  vices  and  was 
then  rejoicing  in  heaven.  I will 
givojust  two  instances  whioh  I re- 
call. 

Some  years  ago  a man  who  had 
bean  on  a drunken  debauch  for  a 
week  or  more,  went  to  ahorse  race 
and  while  there  in  the  crowd,  his 
entire  system  soaked  in  liquor,  and 
his  intellect  completely  paralyzed 
by  excessive  drink,  fell  in  a dead 
faint  and  never  spoke  afterwards. 
Tbo  funeral  was  largely  attended 
and  the  preachor  pronounced  a 
fulsomo  eulogy,  holding  up  the 
many  Christian  (?)  virtues  of  the 
deceased  and  finally  landed  him 
high  up  in  heaven.  As  the  crowd 
left  tho  church  one  man  remarked 
to  a companion,  ‘’Well,  if  that  fel- 
low has  gone  to  heavon  I’ll  swear 
I’m  all  right.”  *• 

On  another  occasion  a young 
man  died.  He  was  a generous, 
popular  fellow,  had  many  very 
warm  friends  aud  his  family  were 
of  course  deeply  grieved.  He  had 
never  expressed  any  desire  to  be 
a Christian,  lived  entiroly  for  the 
world,  and  so  far  as  men  coaid  soo 
cared  for  nono  of  tho  things  ibat 
make  for  God  and  religion.  At 
his  funora!  tho  preacher  dwelt  at 
somo  length  on  his  many  virtuoa. 
and  smoothed  over  tbe  things 
which  would  debar  him  from  heav- 
en and  loft  tho  impression  that  bo 
bad  gone  as  straight  to  glory  as 
I’aul  or  JoIid.  A young  man  who 
heard  it  told  me  that  all  the  com- 
panions of  tho  docoasod  were  de- 
lighted  with  tbe  sermon,  it  was 
beautiful,  but,  ho  said,  “if  that  boy
